lbave the honor to report that the present sys- 
tem of account keeping in the navy department 
ix about as follows: Each bureau keeps its owa 
set of books, showing its Own operations excia 
sively. The methods of account keeping atopted 
by the different bureaus, is dissimilar, some keep- 
ing them one way and some another. None of the 
systems in yogue warrant any great amount of 
praire. The pearest approach to a general 
system of account kepipg in the department 1s 
tbat afforded by the books keptin the secretary's 
cfice. These books purport to show the various 
appropriations to the navy department from year 
to year, and what disposition, if any. of such ap- 
propriations, Thedisbursing clerk also keeps a 
set of books, - which appears to be used for salary 
accounts coprected with the civil establishment 
of the department. This is the extent of the 
bookkeeping. To say thatit is.defective and not 
at ali commensurate with the requirements of the 
depertment, but faintly expresses my view of it 
The information with respect to any par 
ticular expenditure of money for any particular 
object hasto be elicited by strenuous inquiry 
made of the various bureaus. If, for instance, the 
secretary of the pavy wanted to know how much, 
money bad been expended up to date upon the 
stee] cruiser Chicago, it would probably take sev- 
eral days to obtain the desired information 
Again, ifhe wanted to know what amountof 
moncy had been expended at the various navy 
yerds for any particular period, it would probably 
takea fortnight’stime to supply that informa- 
tion. If again he wished to know 
vw bat amount of money WAS in 
the hands of the diflerent paymasters at the vari 
ous points, it would probably take weeks, if not 
montbs, to afford the information. Furthermore, 
¢xcept on the various bureau books, there are nO 
accoubts kept with the dilferent contractors, and 
no means of knowing how the accounts stand 
with them, without the most laborious and eXxas- 
perating investigating. In some of the bureaus 
eccoubts ave kept by singie entry, or single entry, 
so celled. In one bureau | believe the accounts 
are kept by doubleentry. As amatterof fact, it 
is not informed whetherthe books kept inthe 
various bureaus are by single or double 
entry. All that the chief of the bureau needs to 
know asto tbe accounts and money, receipts and 
expenditures, can be kept by one clerk To put 
the matter concisely, there is at present no intel 
lige nt system of accountsin the ndévy department. 
end no responsivility anywhere for the bookkeep- 
ing done inthe department. I recommend the 
total abolition of the system of account keeping 
vow in use in the various bureaus, In place of 
the present system, or rather want of system, I 
propose the establishmentofa bureau of accounts, 
which bureaushell keep afull and detailed re- 
cord of every receipt and disbursement oi mouey 
pertaining tothe pavy department. : 

Mr. Calhoun then skétches in detail the 
eystem which he proposes, the most impor- 
tent book of which will be the general ledger, 
which shall contain all accounts of whatsoever 
nature of the nayy department, so that the 
balance sheet taken from this book 
particular date wouid show, in properly clas- 
tified form, all the receipts and money expen- 
Gitures of the depariment. The accounts 
would be 80 classified that they 
would not interfere with the records 
of the second comptroller or the fourth auditor 
in the treasury department. The general 
idea running through the system of accounts 
thus kept in this ledger would be to show the 
final disposition made of the money expended 
by the department. Under the present sys- 
tem ofeccount keeping, this cannot be ob- 
tained without much labor and time. 

Secretary Manning has authorized the Cun- 
ard and French steamship lines to again land 
passengers at their docks, as was the practice 
before the barge office atthe battery was es- 
tablished.

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GENERAL GRANT. 


He Feels Better than at Any Date Since His 
Arrival. 

Mount McGreoor, July 2.—General Grant 
slept and rested well last night. - Atabout 11 
o’clock this morning he expressed himself as 
feeling better able to work than at any time 
since hecame here. His writing materials 
were brought, and he commenced writing 
egein in the line of his work. The day has 
been too chilly for the patient to go out of 
doors. 

General Grant has done an amount of writ- 
ing today that, with steady work, could be 
accomplished in about one hour, but the task 
occupied nearly three hours of thé sick man’s 
dav. Between two and three o’clock, this 
afternoon the general appeared on the piazza 
forthe first time since last Friday. Thesky 
was clouded and the air slightly chilly, but 
the patient was well wrappedup. He seated 
himself on a sheltered part of the piazza 
erd remained out of doors nearly 
an hour, busying himself with the papers. 

In the morning the general had scarcely 
dozed and was unable ‘to sleep during the 
afternoon. At dusk he himself informed ; the 
doctor that the aggregate of sleep during ,the 
day since yeven o’clock in the morning would 
pot exceed/halfan hour. At 7:30 o'clock this 
evening Dr. Douglas stated that the general 
had expressed himself as feeling much better 
today. The physician added that the patient 
had indeed been in better condition; that he 
hed been little troubled with coughing or 
secretions, and the day bad been a quiet one. 

The general today received a pleasing letter 
from Virginia. It read thus: 

General U. 8, Grant—Dear Sir: I hope you will 
allow one, who when a boy laid down armsat 
Appomatox and pledged allegiance to the union, 
to «xpress bis warmest sympathy for you in your 
suffering. Dear general, 1 have watched your 
movements from the hour you gave me my horse 
aud sword and told me to “go home and assist in 
makingacrop.”’ I have been proud to see the na- 
tion dO you honor, and now, dear general, in the 
hourof your pain, 1 weep that so brave, so 
magnanimous a soul mustsufleras you do. My 
prayer to God daily is that you may be'restored to 
perfect health, and be assured that! am not the 
only ex-confederate who sends his prayers daily to 
the throne offgrace for the restoration of the grand- 
est,noblest, bravest soldier and purest statesman 
who ever graced the annals of bistory. May God, 
wbo overlooked you in battle, and who has 
brought you thus far, give you grace to meet 
whatever He bas in store for you, and may He re 
store you to health, isthe tervent prayer of one 
who, at fifteen years of age, entered the lists 
against you.and accepted the magnauimous terms 
you accorded us at Appomattox.

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A MILLION LOST. 


A REMARKABLE STORY FROM 
NEVW ORLEANS. 


TheRunzing up of theWork of the New Orleans Mint 
Bince 1835 Shows «a Deficit of One Million 
Dollars—W hat Has Become of It Likely to 
Become a Perplexivng Question. 


New Ovens, July 2.—The morning paper 
contains statements that over one million dol- 
lars have been coined at the New Orleans 
mint, of which there is no official record. The 
coinage act of 1873 made it the duty of the di- 
rector of the mint to have general supervision 
of all United States mints and assay offices. 
The fret director acting under that law, was 
Hon. H. R. Linderman, and in his report on 
the subject he gives statistics of the coinage in 
the several minis,-showing the total amounts 
and denomination of the money made at each 
place for each year of their existence. The 
New Orleans mint was opened for business in 
Subsequently money of every denomi- 


nation was made there. The director’s state- 
ment is brought down to January 31, 1861, up 
to which time there bad been a total coinage of 
$40,148,740 in gold, and $29,764,355 in silver, 
meking a grand total at the New Orleans miat 
from iis beginning in 1838, to January 31, 
1861, both silver and gold, of $69,915,095. 
The date at which the director’s 1eport closed 
was the date at which the mint feli into the 
bands of the confederates.

cluding the mint, were directed by an ordi- 
nance adopted that day to be transferred to 
the custody of the state of Louisiana, and the 
25th of March following, they were ordered 
to be transferred to the care of the confederate 
states.

pear from any available records,but.the fact of 
coinage as stated is shown on the books of the 
coiner at that time, and in order to make up 
the true amount of the actual coinage of the 
New Orleans mint, this sum must be taken 
info eccount. There was no regular coinage 
of the precious metals intothe confederate 
specie under confederate auspices, although 
the New Orleans mint remained in their con- 
tro] until July 26, 1862, when the city was 
teken by the federal force.

AMBUSHED BY INDIANS. 


The Particulars ofthe Fight at Aputo Be- 
tween the Whites and the Iaodians, 

San Francisco, July 2—A special from 
Tombstone, Arizona, says that William Penn 
Iiowland arrived last night from San Bernar- 
dino ranch. He gives the following ac- 
count of the fight previously reported between 
the whites and Indians §t Aputo. Captain 
Crawford, with the main body of his trodps 
and scouts, went directly toward Torres moun- 

while Lieutenant Davis’s command 
assed around to the east end of the moun- 
teins, flanking the Indians aud surprising 
them while in camp. ‘] 
consisted of seventeen bucks and fourteen 
women andchildren. Inthe attack two of 
the bucks were killed and one. was wounded. 
The women and children and the sounded 
buck were n eoners, but the rest of the 
Indians escaped into the mountains, and it 
was found impossible to overtake them. 
Lieutenant Davia sent Lieutenant Hanna with 
a detail of six men, in charge of the prison 
ers, and three mutinous Indian scouts to San 
sernardino ranch. At the same tims he sent 
e courier to Fort Bowie, asking General Crook 
for reinforcements to meet Lieutenant Hanna 
at San Bernardino ranch, and relieve him. 
When Howlend left San Bernardino ranch, 
yesterday, Lieutenant Hanna had not arrived 
there, although he bad been on the way six 
days. Lieutenant McGrew, who had been 
dispatched to relieve Lieutenant Hanna, ar- 
rived at the ranch on Mondsy, and s-outs 
have been sent out frorh Lieutenant McGrew’s 
cémmand to obtain news of Lieutenant 
Henna. The belief exists that the 14 butks 
who made their escapeafter the Aputo fight, 
seeing that the prisoners left the main com- 
mand guarded only by six men, have followed 
end ambushed the party and massacred them 
and rescued the prisoners.

Afraid of the Utes, 

Denver, July 2.—Governor Eaton has re- 
ceived urgent calls for arms, ammunition and 
help from the state troops for Durango, Mon- 
cos and Dolores, which settlements are re- 
ported to be in danger from the Ute Indians.

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THE NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 


Zhe Gate Admission Fee Keeps the Phila- 
delphians Away. 

PHILADELPaia, July 2.—This was the first 
‘pay day” at the national encampment, but 
the attendance fell far short of what the man- 
egement had expected. Only 2,500 people 
passed into the drill grounds to see two com- 
panies of artillery and four companies of infan- 
try comtest for the prizes. In the morning the 
Washington Artillery of New Orleans, Captaia 
May, amd the Richmond Howitzers, Captain 
Loraife, gave an exhibition which proved 
particilariy interesting.

The district 
aitorney suggested thatshe be sent tothe 
state sesylum at Auburn, bnt Judge Gilder- 
sleeve expressed his preferettee for Middlo- 
town asylum, and sent Mrs. Dudley there, to 
be confined indefinitely. 

When notified of this disposition of her case, 
the prisoner said she was satified that she 
needed rest and seclusion, and expected to be 
tenefitted by the treatment in Middletown. 
She will probabiy be taken to her new quar- 
lers to-morrow. 

Honora Bowles, the woman who raised the 
disturbance in the general sessions to-day, 
when Mrs. Dudley was erranged for commital, 
was fined ten dollars in the{Tombs police court 
later inthe day and sent to prison in default 
of payment. She said she had given O’Dono- 
van a portionof her earnings for years, and 
believed that Mrs. Dudley deserved sévere 
punishment, and in the excitement gave vent 
to her ideas. 
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SHOT DEAD IN HIS TRACKS. 


The Escape and Death of a Noted Texan 
Desperado. 

San Antonio, Tex., July 2.—James Mce- 
Daniels, the notorious highwayman, who was 
sentenced at the last term of the federal court 
to imprisonment for ninety-nine years in the 
penitentiary for robbing the mail, and who 
escaped from jailabout a month ago, was 
killed by officers in the neighborhood of San 
Geromina yesterday morning. McDaniels 
bad a goat ranche in the vicinity, which was 
in ebargeof the father ot his sweetheart. 
He desired to se]] the ranch and goats, so that 
he could marry and get out of the country. 
The officers discovered his whereabouts 
through a letter sent ‘to him, and Tuesday 
night a posse saw him enter the tent of his 
prospective father-in-law, where he spent the 
night. When he appeared yesterday mora- 
ing, and while on his way to his hiding 
place in the cedar brake, he was ordered to 
rurrender. He replied by a shot 
trom a Winchester rifle which, however, 
did not take effect, when he was shot down 
by the officers. Helived only halfan hour 
after falling, and during that time he begged 
the oflicers to put him out of his pain by blow- 
ing his brains out. McDaniels was the head 
of the most despesate gang of highwaymen in 
Texas, who for the past eight years have ter-

LORD SALISBURY’S EFFORT TO 
KEEP IN POWER 


The American Scheme of Furnishing Choie Litera- 
turetothe Electors Adopted—Tne Workmen 
Appeal fer Aid—The Irish and the Uon- 
sertvatives—Other Foreign News. 


Loxvox, Juiy 2.—The prospectus of the 
Conservatives pews agency (limited), has 
been issued. Lord Randolph Churchill is 
named as chairmen of the company. The 
capital is fixed at 10,000 pounds. The pur- 
pose of this news agency is to provide the 
provinces with cheap conservative newspa- 
pers, and to prepare the voters for general 
election. According to the propectus it is 
proposed to issue cartoons and caricatures, 
and to publish literary matter of attractive 
characteron cheap terms, and on the co- 
operative principle. The scheme has the 
support of the leading conservatives. Articles 
bearing the signature of the cabinet ministers 
aud others are promised the new newspapers. 

The workmen of Wolverhampton, in their 


letter to the prime minister, complained that 
they were in a starving condition. In his 
reply, Lord Salisbury expresses grief at the 
suflerings of the working classes, and prom- 
ises thatthe new government will carefully 
consider the whole question of the prevalent 
cepression of trade throughout Great Britain, 
and take such measures for relief as shall be 
found most advisable. 

The marquis ot Salisbury, prime midister, 
replying to the letter which he received from 
the unemployed workmen of Wolverhampton, 
says that the cabinet is considering the whole 
question of trade depression. It is announced 
that Salisbury will very soon introduce in the 
house of lords a bill embodying the chief re- 
commendation of the royal commission ap- 
pointed to inguire into the sanitary condition 
of the homes of the poor, and_ to report upon 
the best means of housing them. 

The United Ireland™speaks with contempt 
of the local | gen om scheme which hag 
been proposed by Chamberlain, the minister 
of commerce in the cabinet of Gladstone. 
“Only asovereign assembly,” it says, “will 
satisfy Ireland.’’ Chamberiain and Dilke are 
coming here to find an excuse to cheat Ire- 
land ot ber rights, and to obtain some advaa- 
tege for England. The national league has 
instructed the Irish people to be wakeful, and 
to vote for thé election to parliament of the 
conservative candidates.

fourteen years of age; 18, the reorganization 
of the Bank of France; 19, prison reform; 20, 
the maintenance of disabled workmen at the 
public expense.

The Cholera in Spain. 

Maprip, July 2.—The cholera epidemic is 
decreasing in Murcia and Castellon de la 
Plapa. In Valencia,“ however, there is little 
change observable. 

Oficial reportsshow thatin all Spain yes- 
terday there were 1,487 new cases of cholera, 
and 692 deaths from cholera. These figures 
include 738 new cases in the capital and prov- 
ince of Valencia, and 4!2 deaths there. Two 
fresh cases are reported inthis city. The re- 
port of an alarming increase of the disease in 
Arapjuez is not confirmed. In that city yes- 
terday there were 152 cases and 78 deaths. 


Lightning in Austria. 

Viexna, July 2.—Twenty villages were ig- 
nited by lightning and burned in the storms 
on Saturday and Sunday. Six men were 
killed while trying to extinguish the flames, 
Great damage was done tothe crops by the 
hurricane. A water spout flooded Pesth yes 
terdsy evening. The Danube | swimmina 
baths, full of people, became loosened an 
floeted down stream.

Mayor Harrison Warned of Im pending Ri- 
”. otousness, . | 
Cuicaao, July 2.—The West Division street 
railway company has made no attempt to run 
out any of its cars since the serious encounter 
on Madison street, yestorday afternoon. The 
officers of the company have had several con- 
sultations with the mayorand chief of police, 
but without any apparentresult. Mayor Har- 
rison has declared his willingness to give the 
company police protection, provided it be 
to put ite cars in operation, but that 
does not believe in 
entire police force 
ty tooversee the running of two or three 
cars. Theneéwspapers are beginning to look 
at the situation as one of serious import, aad 
the Times this morning intimates that the 
hesitancy of a ‘‘Mushy” mayor in 1871, pro- 
voked the serious riots of that year, and warns 
Mayor Harrison that any hesitation in pre- 
serving the peace at this time may result in « 
similar outcome, 

It is cited that the various labor organiza- 
tions are enlisting for the active support of 
the strikers, and that recruits from these or- 
ganizations and lawless individuals joined 
in the disorders of yesterday. The News and 
the Inter Ocean, while expressing supreme 
dislike to the methods employed by the street 
car company in the past toward the public; 
enjoying as it does a complete monoply of the 

eesenger carrying traffic in the most popu- 
ous district of the city, say it should be 
granted absolute protection for its employes 
In moving its cars, and that the failure to af- 
ford such # protection may result in anarchy. 

The statement is madethatthe governor 
may be called upon to order out a foree of the 
National Guard troops, but a dispatch from 
the state capitol declares that no application 
forsuch an order has yet been made. The 
street car company ofiicials declare that they 
bave an ample force of men to man their cars, 
provided they are insured protection from 
assault. 

In the meantime practically every carryall 
in the city has been pres 
into service for. the accommodation 
of the west side traveling public, and beyond 
the discomfort which naturally follows, of 
mounting an ordinary express wagon, having 
plain pine boxes for seats, the public is not in 
any way inconvenienced. The street car 
compeniesin thegast having purchased, or 
driven out of business all the omnibus compa- 
nies, com paratively fow of the 
latter style ot vehicles remain 
in the city, but the present emergency 
has resulted in bringing to light a considera- 
ble number, and it 1s almost idle to state that 
these and every band wagon, or other side- 
seated conveyance, in the city has been 
pressed into service. The prevailing fare is 
10 cents, and the express wagon drivers state 
that they have collected from $12 to $20 from 
paseengers in the. ordinary run oft 
traffic. The Hansom cabs, with 
which the city is supplied in 
large numbers, naturally cannot supply the 
demands made onthem. Several meetings of 
citizens have been held to protest against the 
delay of the street car company in resuming 
car service, and legal proceedings have beer 
threatened to compel a forfeiture of the com- 
pany’s charter, under the ‘provision which 
compels the company to run its cars daily. 

Up to 2:30 o’clock this afternoon the street 
car company bad made no effort to move its 
cars, and the situation remained unchanged. 
Several employes of the company, upon at- 
tempting to approach the car barns this fore- 
noop, were chased away by the crowd, but 
beyone this no violence of any kind has been 
reported, 

Sly 3, 12:30 a.m —At this hour the city, 
except in the worst localities, is practically 
vpgvarded. Nearly theentire police forte-hasg 
been ordered to report at the various stations, 
and willbe heldthere till daylight. It is 
apparently the programme of the department 
to march the torce in a body at tour o’clock 
this morning tothe car barns of the west 
division of the street railroad, and to start a 
line’ of cars down thetrack, each loaded 
with policemen, who will be 
prepared to resist an attack. 
So far as bas been learned, itis the intention 
of the police department to start the cars and 
keep them running, filled with members of 
the force until the strikers cease to impede the 
business of the company.

CLEVELAND, O., July 2.—The men employed 
in the wire department of the Cleveland roll- 
ing mills joined the other strikers this morn- 
ing, making now 1,800 idle mon in Newburgh, 
The officers of the mills have telephoned for , 
police protection. .

strike. This morning the wire mill men meé 
and decided not to work. They accordingly 
marched out eight hundred strong, largely 
Bohemians and Poles. The men ia the rail 
mills and blacksmith shops also refused to go 
on, and joined the other idlers. The excite- 
ment ofthe day began at eight o’clock this 
morning, when a large body of men forced 
down the gates leading to the mills. The 
engineer of the brick rod mill was forced 
to bank his fires and all 
the employes induced to quit. 

The engineers of the blooming and rail mills 
refused at first to stop the machinery, but gave 
in eventually, and all then ia those mills 
joined thestrikers. No violence was threat- 
ened any one. This afternoon the strikers 
held a weeting and speeches were made in 
Bohemian, Polish, German and English. Both

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A Reduction to be Resisted, 

PrrtspurG, Pa., July 2.—The river coal op- 
erators have ordered a half cent per bushel re- 
duction on the price of mining, to go into 
effect at once. The reduction surprises the 
miners, and will be stubbornly resisted. 

Railway Building in the United States. 

Cuicaco, July 2.—The Railway Agesays 
railway building in the United States for 
the first six months of 1885, is less than that 
of the corresponding period for any one of the 
past five years. Thetotal miles laid up to 
July 1, in twenty-five states, is 895, on fifty- 
six different lines. The states showing the 
addition of fifty miles or more, are: Georgia, 
Florida, Kansas, Missouri, Minnesota, Ne- 
breska and Texas, and in these states as well 
as in California and Pennsylvania, from four 
to six lines each have been under construc- 


tion. 
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The Danville Tobacco Sales, 

Danvittze, Va., July 2.—The Danville to- 
bacco association reports sales in June of 
5,750,000 pounds of leaf tobacco, against 
1,550,000 for June of last year. In the last 
nine months there were sold 25,850,000 pounds 
against 22,610,000 pounds for the same months 
of the preceding year.

CLAYTON, Ga., July 2.— [Special.]—For the past 
two or three weeks Mr. Hill, the ordinary of Ha- 
bersbam county, has been making eflorts toinduce 
Judge Dickson, ordinary of Rabun county, to 
egree to a new suryey oi the conuty line between 
the two counties. By virtue of an act of the legis: 
lature of 1828 a portion of Habersham was cut off 
and added to Rabun, The act specitied where the 
rew line should begin and the . course 
should take. For some unknown 

the eonditions of the act were 

complied with until the year 1878, Tal 

luigh river still being the line Butin the yearof 
78 the ordinaries of Habersham and Kabdun 
counties jcintly employed as counsel Judge Dor- 
sey, Judge Sutton, Judge Estes and Mr, Nether- 
land to advise them how to carry out the condi- 
tions of the act, and establish a county line ac- 
cording to its provisions. These gentlemen, after 
considering the matter, deliberately advised the 
ordinaries to order the county surveyor of each 
county, jointly, tosurvey the line, beginning at 
the point indicated in the act,and ruuning the 
Girection specified. Thisthey did, ana the line 
was furveyed and established to the satisfaction 
of both oflicials. The record of thissurvey is now 
on record in Rabun connty. This act, 
authorizing this survey will be found in Dawson's 
compilation, page 140. it has never been repealed, 
and, therefore, the proceeding of the ordinaries 
was legal.

The question of change of name of the Meth- 
oditt Episcopel church, South, so as to disp 3% 
of the «ppellaigy y or seeming sectional distinc- 
tion of “south” now attached to the southern 
brench of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
will probably be agitated moreand more pro 
end con a8 the next session of the general ca- 
ference, totmmeet May 1 next draws n-srer. 
The Christian Advocate has beea closed to 
controversy on thissubdject untii now. Ino 
1866 thesuggestion was before the general con 
ferepceto change the name to ‘Ep’: >-pal 
Mcthedist.” The question was submitted to 
all the annual conferences, but failed to se- 
cure ac pet) ‘tutional majority. 

Agein in 1882 the proposition was before the 
gen«rel conference, aud Dr. J. B. MoFerria 
proposed the name of *‘Methodist Epiec pal 
Church in America,’’ and moved further, toat 
instesd of taking a vote directly ia the general 
conference the matter be referred to the annual 
conferences first. So during next fallat the 
last sessions of the annual conferences before 
another general conference convenes, the 
important question will passa vote in these 
annval meetings where the church is repre- 
sented by both clerical or lny members. The 
cecision, whether it be for or agdiast the 
change. will probably be ratified by the 
Guar trer Dp) ial boc y.

Ge1 eral Longstreet, in the Century’ 

The federals withdrew after the battle, and 
the next day I moved on a round by the route 
which it was proposed we shoul @take the day 
before. I followed the enemy to Harrison’s 
landing, and Jackson went down by another 
route in advance of Lee. As soon as we reach- 
ed the front of the federal position we put our 
skirmish lines, and I] ordered an advance, 
intending to make another attack, but revoked 
it on Jackson urging me to wait untilthe ar- 
rival of General Lee. Very soon General Lee 
came up, and, after carefully considering, the 
position of theenemy and of their gunboats on 
the James, decided it would be better to fore- 
go any further operations. Oursiirmish lines 
were withdrawn, we ordered our troops back 
to their old lines around Richmond, and a 
month later McClellan’s army was withdrawn 
to the north. 

The seven day’s fighting, although a decided 
confederate victory, was a succession of mis- 
haps. If Jackson had arrived on the 26th, the 
day of his own selection, the federals would 
bave been driven back from Mechanicsville 
without a battle. His delay “there, caused by 
obstructions placed in his road by the enemy, 
wes the first mishap. He was too late in 
entering the fight at Gaine’s mill, and the de- 
struction at Grapevine bridge kept him from 
reaching Frayser’s farm until the day after 
that battle. Ifbe had been there we might 
bave destroyed or captured McClellan’sarmy. 
Huger was in position for the battle of Fray- 
ser’s farm, and aiter his batteries had - misled 
me into the opening ot the fight, he subsided, 
Holmes and Magruder, who were ou the new 

Market road to attack the federals as they 
pessed that way, failed to do 80. 

General McClellan’s retreat was successful- 
ly mepaged; theref fore we must zive it credit 
for being well managed. He had 115,000 men, 
and insisisted to the authorities at Washington 
thst Lee had 200,000- In fact, Lee had only 
90,000, General McClellen’s plan to take 
Richmond by a siege was wise enough, and it 
would have been a success ifthe contederates 
bad censented to such a programme. In spite 
ol MeCleMan’s exceilent plans, General Lee 
with a force inferior in mumbers, complely 
routed him, and while suffering less than Mc- 
Clellav, captured over ten thousand of his.men. 
General Lee’s ears gin the seven days’ fight 
were excellent, but were poorly executed. 
General McCle llan was a very accomplished 
soldier; and a very able engineer, but hardly 
equaltothe position of field marshal aa a 
military chieftain. He organized the army of 
the Potomac cleverly, but did not handie it 
skilliully when in actual battle. Still, ldoubt 
if his retreat could have been better handled, 
though the rear of his army should have been 
moore positively in hisown hands or in the 
hends of Sumner. Heintzelman crossed the 
White Oak swamp prematurely, and left the 
rear of McClellan’s army exposed, which 
would have been fatal had Jackgon come up 
and taken part in Magruder’s affair of the 
27th, near Savage 8 Station.

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OUR IL LITERATE VOTERS. 

The New York Mail and Express has 
changed front enough to present a plan for 
depriving the colored peopie of the right to 
vote. it says: 

It would be as 
oi slavery as the disfranciis 
as a Chicago contemporary is charged with dofng, 
virtually, but refusal to permit men to vote, what- 
ever the color of theirskin, who hereafter attaia 
their mejority without being able to read and 
write is quite another thing. Inour opinion, 4 
law thould be enacted restricting the right to vote» 
say fiye years hence, to persous who can both read 
and write. The public school system is far from 
perfect in many parts of the union, but the facil 
ities for an e ducation are such that it would be 
both just and expedient to decide that the year 
i890 shall close the ballot box to illiterate men 
who are not already voters. It would greatly stim- 
ulate the progress of the colored people to make 
the ballot depend upon intelligence, and a vast 
cloud of illiteracy would soon be swept away 
from the white population were the ballot with- 
held from illiterates. Indians who learn to read 
and wiite should be permitted to vote, and to pro- 
vide that they may would create a powerful in- 
centive to their acquirement of c:vilized customs, 
To withbold the ballot from illiterates will be 
worth more than vast appropriations from the 
treasury for southern schools to deliver the nation 
from the periloi a large illiterate population, 

This proposition from the heart of the 
republican party comes altogether too late in 
our politics, Our New York contemporary 
cannot cut down the electoral votes or the 
congressional representation of the south in 
any such way. Whenthe republican party 
placed the ballot in the bands of the fread- 
men, it accepted illiteracy and all the other 
evils connected therewith. The republicans 
must stand by their record. Weintend to see 
that they do not flinch, no matter how uan- 
pleasant the situation may become, 

There is one way, and onlyone way, to get 
out of the hele, and that consists in federal 
aid towards making the colored man a com- 
petent voter and[citizen.

He could 
potthink of any measure a congress of this sort 
would agree upon, and while his government was 
enxious to avoid war and to secure a peaceful 
solution ofinternational disputes, the proposition 
Cid 1 ot find any favor in his eyes, If the United 

ates desired to call such a congress, Chili would 
CODS ider the invitation, but reserved the right to 
decline in case the government so desired. 

The fifth and last proposition Was a general one, 
and invited the suggestions of Chi as to the beat 
modes of increasing trade between that country 
and the United States. The presideut repeated 
what he hada said previously aboat the ia- 
possibility of securing a large trade, but thought 
if ihere could be direct communication by steam 
from the ports of one country to those of another, 
commerce would be greatly aided. If any steam- 
ship company in the United States would estab- 
lish such communication he believed the congress 
of Chili wouldgive ita subsidy, such as was given 
to the Pacific steam navigation company of Liver- 
rool. That line receives an annual subsidy of 

$50,000 of silver, and the Chilian company which 
en ployed the vessels along the coast 
between Valparaiso and Callao, was given 
150,000 a year, under the condition that its 
vessels were always subject to charter by the goy- 
ernment, and might be used as transports and 
cruisers in time of war. Similar aid would be 
offered to any company desirous of trading along 
the coast of Chili, as it wasthe policy of the re- 
public to encourage commerce and stimulate com- 
petition.

A OUERSTION OF CONTEMPT. 


A Cedartown Man Shows Contempt for the 
Federa! Court and Suffers Thereby, 

The readers of Tue Constitution will re- 
member that some months ago Judge Pardee 
sent A. Huntington, of Cedartown, to jail for 
ninety days for contempt of court. Hunting- 
ton was a member ofthe firm ef Huntington & 
Wright, of Cedartown. The firm did a big 
business and assigned, owing a large 
amount of money. The failure occurred 
in 1883. The assignm it was set aside, and a 
receiver was appointe. Huntington interfer- 
red with the reciever to such an extent that 
he exasperated the court, and was sent to jail 
for ninety days for contempt. After serving 
fifteen or twenty days his sentence wae sus- 
pended and he was released. Since then it 
appears he has writtena card on the subject 
of his incarceration, in which he said 
that he had as much contetipt for the court 
as the court had for him. This card was, it is 
said, shown to Judge Pardee, who directed 
that when a motion was made to make the sus- 
pension final the rebellious words of Iua- 
tington should be made to appear in court. A 
long suit involving the title to property claim- 
ed by the wives of Huntington and 
Wright has been pending for several days 
before Judge Richard Clarke, sitting as & 
master in chancery.
